Epidemic Threatens 
Dawson College 

There are possibilities that recent 
sore throat cases may develop Into 
an epidemic, unless Dawson Col- 
lege students co-operate fully with 
the local hospital, it was declared 
today by Mrs. Hawcs, hospital su 
pcrintendent. Only eight cases 
havc been received for* treatment 
so far, and the results to date have 
been favorable, officials report. 
The disease has not been fully diag- 
nosed as yet, although hospital of- 
ficials believe that the sore-throat 
outbreak may be Influenza. Influ 
enza, easily controlled in early 
stages, can spread quickly In a re- 
sidential college, and the coopéra 
tlon of all students Is requested 
in combatting it. 

AH students with above-normal 
temperatures, sore throats, or 
otherwise feeling out of the ordin- 
ary are asked to report for check- 
ups at the Dawson Hospital, which 
is situated 'behind the Administra- 
tion Building. In many cases, de- 
lay may be injurious. 



■McGill Loses U. of T. Debate 
As Secrecy of Science Upheld 



McGill debaters suffered a 2-1 
defeat at the hands of a capable 
Toronto team, in the Union Ball- 
room last night on the subject "Re- 
solved that scientists should refuse 
to work on subjects which they arc 
not allowed to discuss freely". 

The McGill team of Bill Tetlcy 
and Leonard Waldman were up- 
holding the affirmative side, while 
Marguerite Dclaney and Cyril Fry 
of Toronto took the negative view. 
The Judges were Mr. P. A. G. 
Clark, Mr. Richardson, and Mr. 
Francis Hankin, the chairman be- 
ing Isadore Rosenfield. 

Leonard Waldman opened the 
debate by asserting that secrecy in 
science meant retardation, and that 
nuclear physicists of today were 
desirous of pooling their knowledge 
or else they felt the whole of civil- 
ization would be in danger of de- 
struction, due to their discoveries 
He also pointed gut that almost all 
sciences of today could be consider- 
ed "war sciences" and as such 



knowledge in them must be pooled 
to maintain world safety. His part- 
ner, Bill Tetley, showed that the 
growth' of civilization to its present 
position was the result of pooled 
knowledge, and by comparing the 
muzzling of scientist to trying to 
stop a sieve from leaking by plug- 
ging one hole, he showed that 
knowledge would eventually leak 
out to other nations. He also said 
that the causes of war were Inequal- 
ities of armament, and that M 
scientific knowledge was exchang- 
ed 'these differences would dis- 
appear. 

Marguerite Delancy for the ne- 
gative confined the restrictions on 
information to Military and Gov- 
ernment Research and private en- 
terprise, Her main arguments were 
that only by secrecy could the 
inventor or his backer receive a 
sufficient cash return on his in- 
vention In the form of patent rights 
and that man had not yet reached 
that stage of sociological develop- 
Continued on Page 4. 



formation of the L.P.P. Club 
revolved around article ten of 
the proferred constitution, which 
reads as follows: "The club 
shall havc no affiliation what- 
soever with any outside organ- 
ization or party, and shall not 
receive financial assistance from 
any such organization or politi- 
cal party. This does not pro- 
hibit the club from affiliaton 
with the parent club of McGill 
(University; or from correspond- 
ing with party officials concern- 
ing policy, or choosing guest 
speakers without restriction. 

WANTED NEW AMENDMENT 
The student council president, R. 
C. Gudgeon stated that this clause 
had also been included In the re- 
cently accepted constitution of the 
Progressive Conservative Club, but 
that it had not been noticed by the 
Student Council at the time of ac- 
ceptance. When It was noticed, a 
letter was sent to the leader of the 
Progressive Conservative Club, 
asking that the offensive clause be 
amended to read as follows: 'The 
club shall havc no affiliation what- 
soever with any outside organiza- 
tion or party, and shall not receive 
financial assistance from any such 
organization or political party." 

Student discussion followed for 
over an hour, with strong opinions 
voiced by Dionne, and Political 
Forum president Jack Bowie-Reed, 
pointing out that the main issue at 
stake was not this clause, "but one 
in which our civil liberties are en- 
dangered". 

The reason for the objection to 
the clause was that outside affilia- 
tion of any kind, "might causa 
trouble", it was declared by Presi- 
dent Gudgeon. 

Bowie-Reed pointed out that 
"the Issue should have never gone 
this far," and showed, through 
correspondence with the Student's 
Council, that he had received a 
letter the morning of the meeting 
stating that the "affiliation" clause 
was to be amended, effective Im- 
mediately. 

L.P.P. Club Chairman C. F. 
Dlonnc added that "we don't force 
anyone to study politics, but our 
club definitely objects to the dis- 
crimination It has received." 

VOTE OVERWHELMING 7 

Upon the closing of discussion, 
President Gudgeon . called for a 
student vote as to whether or not 
the affiliation clause will be 
accepted. The motion was affirmed 
by an overwhelming show of 
hands. 

Leading representatives of the 
McGill campus clubs present were 
Len Starkey, Bill Archer and John 
Sangstcr, respectively representing 
the Labour Progressive Party Club, 
the Progressive Conservatives and

Non- that the success of the 1947 Red and 
White Revue is assured both as a theatrical 
production and a financial undertaking, it is 
not as sour grapes that some of the more un- 
expected difficulties in its path can be pointed 
out to the student body.

Although the Revue is the main 
all-student" effort of the year, it has come up 
against opposition from this source when full 
cooperation between students and staff is only 
to be expected. Although it is realized that 
Moyse Hall is used continually, it was hoped 
that. for an effort such as the Revue there would 
be some concession made concerning dates, re- 
hearsal times and equipment. However, no 
such concessions were forthcoming and the 
Revue committee had to go beyond its budget 
from the Executive Council in order to rent a 
piece of- equipment from an outside source be- 
cause it was refused the use of a similar struc- 
ture belonging to the English Department. Cer- 
tainly, the least we can expect in student en- 
deavors is belter cooperation than that. 

There has been some cry about -the high 
prices of tickets. The reason for the increase 
was to balance a budget of which half was used 
to pay the orchestra musicians. It was an error 
on the part of the S.E.C. to approve this pay- 
ment last fall but they were anxious to turn out 
a good show and the orchestra was considered 
a necessary expense. However, it is now felt 
that the musicians are no more entitled to pay- 
.rncnt than any other members df the production 
cast and that in future, the Revue will revert 
to its original calling as an amateur production. 
The Musicians Guild has been most cooperative 
in its relations with the University and it is 
fairly certain that they would permit members 
of their unioji to appear in a show such as the 
Revue without payment. The hope is that the 
musicians will demonstrate as great an interest 
in the Revue as do the rest of the students tak- 
ing part.— A.K.

RECORD REVIEWS 



Carmen' 



Victor's recent release of "Car- 
men" excerpts (DM-1078) can 
hardly be said to surpass previous 
recordings of this work. But for 
Gladys Swarthout fans it may have 
a certain appeal. One chief fault 
lies In the vague (at times, off 
pitch) and uninspired singing of 
several of the supporting soloists, 
notably (or notoriously) Ramon 
Vlnay and Thclma Votlpka. 

Mitigating factors are the high- 
fidelity recording, the stream-lined 
orchestral accompaniment, con- 
ducted by Erich Lelnsdorf, and Mi- 
cella's "Air" sung by Lucia Alban- 
ese. The latter performance de- 
serves a well-earned "A" beside 
the other more or les» "B" (or 
'C") performances. Between these 
extremes we might place Robert 
Merrill's laudable rendition of the 
overworked "Toreodor Song". 

While It will undoubtedly not 
make recording history,' these rec- 
ords will always prove welcome to 
lovers of Bizet's sparkling music. 

Disc; Album No. 632 
Pec-Wee Russell 
Jazz Ensemble 

Disc's latest offering to the jazz 
fan's record library is one of tho 
best we've heard in a long time. 
It features a man whom some call 
the greatest clarinetist of them all. 
and while we, mindful of Good- 
man, Hamilton and the rest of the 
stars in this firmament shouldn't 
like to call our shots that close, 
we will say that he is up there 
with the best in the business. His 
name, well known to all jazz lov 
ers, and especially to those who 
follow the fortunes of Eddie Con- 
don and his boys, Is Pee Wee Rus 
sell. 

In this album, Pec Wee's weird 
and effective clarinet stylings are 
ably backed up by a select group 
of artists who Include Cliff Jack- 
son at the piano, Vic Dickenson, 
trombone, Francis Palmer and Bob 
Casey, who alternate on string bass, 
and, Joe Grauso, drums. 

The first selection features Pee 
Wee himself on a very smooth ren- 
dition of "I'd climb the Highest 
Mountain." Our maestro outdoes 
himself In his delivery here, and 
seldom has It been our luck to 
hear such brilliant work. Jackson 
is at home here, too, and his piano 
is very much In tho foreground 
right through the number. 

The rest of the rhythm section, 
sparked by Bob Casey's bass, keeps 
up a steady and pleasing beat in 
a piece which could very easily be 
fpoiled by too much or too little 
emphasis. . 

The otljer numbers are marked 
by the same precision, combined 
with a spontaneity which could

"Moonbeams" from the "Red Mill" 
is an excellent choice for her voice 
as it emphasizes her, clear diction 
and good attack.

Salvatore 
Baccaloni 

A very unusual recital was off- 
ered a large audience at His Maj- 
esty's Theatre last night by the 
famous basso-buffo, Salvatore Bac- 
caloni. The programme, well pre- 
sented and thunderously received, 
consisted almost entirely of comic 
arias from the operatic repertoire. 

Mr. Baccaloni Is a man who 
decidedly must be seen to be ap 
predated. His vast bulk and his 
mobile features grimacing over a 
vast expanse of white shirt and 
waistcoat, are, In themselves suf- 
ficient to mark him as an un- 
usual figure among present-day 
concert singers. His deep, resonant 
bass voice, a familiar. one to opera 
goers, is used to excellent effect, 
though in a manner peculiarly his 
own. 

The concert opened In a mood 
of informality, which .was sus- 
tained throughout. Here was no 
self-conscious artist bent upon 
bringing his esthetic message to his 
listeners; the audience hid come to 
be amused, and Mr. Baccaloni de- 
voted himself to the business of 
amusing them. 

In the announced programme and 
in the encores Mr. Baccaloni pre- 
sented a whole parade of famous 
and not-so-famous operatic char- 
acters; fools, villains, old men, 
cowardly servants, different types, 
but all amusing. There was an aria 
of Uberto in La Serva, Padrone, of 
the charlatan Dulcamara from 
L'EllsIr d'Amore, and a character- 
ization from Mozart's The Abduc-" 
tion from the Seraglio. The first 
part of the programme concluded 
with a very fine singing of the 
monologue "Mondro ladro, Mondo 
rubaldo", from Verdi's Falstaff, 
Here, Shakespeare's fat, surly, 
ribald knight was very recogniz- 
able. , 

The sccund half of the programme 
featured some of the more famous 
arias. There was Mr. Baccalonl's 
now famous rendition of the Cata- 
logue Song from Mozart's Don Glo 
vanni. Varlaam, as Interpreted in 
the Siège of Kazan, lost something 
of the Slavic character and pon- 
derous drunkenness of Moussorg- 
sky's famous figure. Perhaps the 
song suffered In the Italian transla- 
tion (I have no way of telling) but 
it seemed a pity to abandon It en- 
tirely to comedy. •

The main points brought out by 
the McGill men were that, while It 
is fundamentally just to allow all 
scientific secrets to be exchanged, 
it is not practicable right now, and 
that scientists have no right to des- 
troy the defence policy of any na- 
tion.
